Trinity Completing 
90th Academic Year 


The students publishing t h i s 
week’s special section of the Hon­ 
do Anvil Herald represent the 
fastest growing university in the 
state of Texas. Trinity Univer­ 
sity is one of the oldest institu­ 
tions of higher education in the 
state, 
however 
its 
byword 
is 
“ America’s M o s t Modern Uni­ 
versity.” 
Trinity 
was 
founded 
in 
the 
small town of Tehaucana in 1869 
and enlarged its facilities by mov- 
ing to Waxahachie in the fall of 
1902. By 1942, the school had 
once more outgrown itself and 
moved again, this time to San 
Antonio. They settled at the site 
of the old Westmoreland College 
on the east side of the city in 
September, 
1942. 
In 1951 
con­ 
struction began on a 107-a e r e 
tract of land north of the busi­ 
ness district in the Alamo Heights 
suburban area. When the fall of 
1952 arrived students were study­ 
ing in a brand new classroom- 
administration building. 
Construction then began to pick 
up steam and by the fall of 1956, 
contractors added the final touch­ 
es to the Ruth Taylor Music Hall, 
the 18th building to go up on the 
five-year-old campus. 
Today the university is in the 
midst of a 15 million dollar build­ 
ing campaign. A new two-story 
wing has been added to the Marrs 
McLean Science Hall at the cost 
of $480,000. Under construction at 
present are the $50,000 Olympic 
Swimming Pool and a third wo­ 
men’s dormitory costing an even 
one million dollars. All construc­ 
tion is by the new lift-slab me­ 
thod.

College Today A Playground?

Dear Friend: 
The problem of inflation rates 
second only to the issue of nation­ 
al survival. It arises in the work 
of this Congress at every turn, 
and is a factor in almost every 
decision we make. 
Inflation has imposed a cruel 
burden on the people, particular­ 
ly those who depend for their 
livelihood on fixed incomes. 
It has struck at the small busi­ 
nessman and the 
small town. 
Some have felt it more than 
others. But there are few per­ 
sons who have avoided the im ­ 
pact of inflation on their daily 
living. 
We are moving through a per­ 
iod of strange contrasts. We have 
—at the same time—inflation and 
recession. Some prices continue 
to rise. And at the same time, 
more than 4,500,000 people can­ 
not find jobs. 
This week the Senate provided 
the tools to take apart and study 
this strange situation. It made 
available $200,000 to finance this 
work by the Joint Economic Com­ 
mittee. This group is now en­ 
gaged in 
the 
most 
searching 
study of its type undertaken in 
20 years. And I believe the re­ 
sults will offer fruitful returns to 
the American people. 
Some have blamed inflation on 
so-called deficit spending. But the 
history of our Nation over the 
last 40 years casts grave doubt 
on this theory. 
For instance, in the late 50’s, 
we have had both Federal sur­ 
pluses and Federal deficits — ac­ 
companied by rising prices. 
I do not suggest there is no 
relationship between the Federal 
budget and the price level. But I 
do believe we must understand 
that relationship better if we are 
to act intelligently. 
The scope of the Committee 
study embraces all current as­ 
pects of the economic policy of 
our government. It includes in­ 
terest rate policies, money sup­ 
ply and the financing activities 
of the government. 
When this able Committee has 
completed its work, it will then 
report its conclusions to the Con­ 
gress. And that report, I earnest­ 
ly hope, will serve as a spring­ 
board for timely, intelligent act­ 
ion by the Senate.

“Are we making a playground out of 
college?” This is the title of a lead article 
in a recent issue of a national magazine 
written by Jerome Ellison. And his an­ 
swer, sad to say, is a loud Yes. In the 
words of a subtitle, “Our campuses are 
becoming marriage mills and fun fac­ 
tories, more devoted to beauty queens 
than to higher education.” 
Mr. Ellison is not an ouf sider look­ 
ing in. A graduate of the University of 
Michigan, he has lectured at New York 
University and for the past four years 
has taught journalism at Indiana Univer­ 
sity. As he sees it from his vantage point, 
there is a growing national inclination 
“to push education aside whenever it 
interferes with love or comfort, money 
or fun.” And that, in today’s divided 
world, is something he believes we just 
can’t afford. 
Mr. Ellison provides chapter and 
verse to make his case. One example is 
a young man taking predentistry courses. 
He found these a heavy burden, parti­ 
cularly b e c a u s e of the emphasis on 
sciences. So he solved his problem by 
marrying and then switching from den­ 
tistry to recreation — “a curriculum 
which allows one to become a bachelor 
of science without ever having to study 
mathematics, language, chemistry, phy­ 
sics, history or science, but only things 
like volley ball, archery, lacrosse, deep 
breathing and refereeing.” More and 
more students, it seems are finding the 
basic studies “too hard.” They’ll go to 
devious extremes to avoid, for instance, 
foreign languages. And the prevalence of 
this sort of thing, along with the extent 
to which college authorities permit it, is 
something “really to be exercised about.” 
The trouble, as Mr. Ellison sees it, 
lies in what he calls the “Second Cur­ 
riculum.” The F i r s t Curriculum, of 
course, includes the studies that colleges 
are supposed to exist to provide. But the 
Second Curriculum, which often takes 


precedence, consists of funtime and en­ 
ergy consuming activities far removed 
from education in any academic sense. 
Mr. Ellison cites the student unions which 
provide a day and night “rallying point 
for snacking, dalliance and amusement. 
He also mentions the prevalence of cars, 
which permit the students to go far afield 
in search of amusement, romance, or 
whatever. He is convinced that the large 
married minority in our colleges strong­ 
ly influences the single majority — it 
turns minds to matrimony, either now 
or in the future, and away from the busi­ 
nesses of learning. And he stresses the 
bad effects of “the standard, souped-up 
program of professionalized athletics.” 
Mr. Ellison deals in considerable de­ 
tail with these factors, and with many 
others — the rounds of dances, the carni­ 
vals and festivals, the entertainments and 
stunts, the beauty contests and so on. 
He isn’t against amusement — he just 
thinks things should be in far better 
balance and perspective than is now the 
case. And he has proposals which a great 
many people won’t agree with, but are 
worth noting. He advocates, for one thing, 
the prohibition of automobiles and the 
disbanding of fraternities and sororities. 
And he urges other steps which would 
put the Second Curriculum firmly in sec­ 
ond place and keep it there. 
He writes at the end: “We who are 
concerned about J a c k and Jacqueline 
would like to see more, not less, love on 
the campus. Besides the inevitable and 
proper love of comfort and fun, of boy 
for girl, of status and position, or exer­ 
cise and sport, of family and children, 
we’d like to see some love of truth and in­ 
tellectual achievement, of discovery and 
high adventure, of beauty, harmony, de­ 
sign and great precision, of mankind and 
its farthest destiny. We would like, in 
short, to see the First Curriculum come 
first.”

Goes On Theft Spree

On March 24. Robert Lee Den­ 
nis, 17, of Butler, Mo. left Lack­ 
land Air Force Base, where he 
was stationed, and stole a pickup 
from the Mexican Baptist Orphan­ 
age near the Base. 
Ditching the pickup in Castro­ 
ville, Dennis hitch hiked to Hondo 
where he went searching for a 
car with keys in it, according to 
the Sheriff’s Department. Fail­ 
ing in his attempt to find a car, 
Dennis walked to the north part 
of town where he crawled into 
the L. E. Kollman pickup and 
slept. 
He then proceeded on foot to 
the Arnold Saathoff farm about 
two and one half miles from Hon­ 
do and stole the pickup parked 
in front of their home. He drove 
the Saathoff pickup to Bandera 
where he left it and went search­ 
ing for another. He took a .22 
rifle and shells out of a truck 
and stole a 1956 truck in Ban­ 
dera. 
Stopping in Kerrville long en­ 


ough to switch the plates he had 
taken from another truck, he con­ 
tinued his journey to Italy where 
he robbed a service station at­ 
tendant of $46. 
He was stopped by the authori­ 
ties in Waxahachie after a chase 
in which several shots were fired 
to halt him. 
Arnold Saathoff and S h e riff 
Charles J. Hitzfelder, accompan­ 
ied by Sheriff Miller of Bandera 
went to Waxahachie on March 
27. Dennis gave a statement of 
his actions to Hitzfelder, and will 
be charged with car theft in Me­ 
dina County. 
As soon as Ellis County com ­ 
pletes action on the charges of 
armed robbery brought against 
Dennis, he will be returned to 
Medina County for trial.

drove the boat aground once be­ 
fore he was able to get out into 
deep water. 
Once out in the deep water, 
fishing went fine, and the fisher­ 
men caught about 50 fish in 45 
minues. 
Carver was fishing from the 
rear by his Atwater-Kent motor 
. . . Moseley was fishing from 
the bow, and Holt was casting 
from the side. 
Then Holt got one of his lures 
caught on a submerged limb. He 
leaned out to untangle it. 
Moseley said that he and Car 
ver must have both leaned Holt’s 
way at the sam e time, and Holt 
went flying into the water. At the 
sam e time the boat filled with 
water and started to sink. 
Carver sat grimly hanging onto 
his Atwater-Kent, and when the 
water was up to his chin, the air 
tanks under boat seats kept it 
from sinking any further. 
Moseley said they were over a 
mile from shore, and there wasn’t 
any possibility of swimming and 
pushing a submerged boat into 
shore. He said they did push it 
for about fifty feet, until they 
were o v e r a submerged tree. 
Then they tipped the boat over, 
losing fish and gear, but saving 
motor. Lifting the boat to the 
surface, they righted it, and then 
bailed out the rest. 
Of course the motor was conk­ 
ed out, and there was a strong 
current flowing away from the 
spot where the boat was launch­ 
ed. Having only oars, they pad­ 
dled the motorless motor boat 
with current and angled toward 
shore, landing about four miles 
below their truck. 
Carver and Holt had on sneak­ 
ers, but Moseley had lost his clod­ 
hoppers in the watery scramble. 
They struck off across r u g g e d 
mesquite country, with Moseley 
barefoot, and walked for two and 
a half miles before they met a 
game warden who drove them to 
their pickup. 
The

other fishermen, who put them 
up in the housetrailer for t h e 
night, and helped the H o n d o 
teachers get their boat in the 
morning.

Bill sponsors are challenging 
other members to “pass it or kill 
it.” No more playing the waiting 
game. Less juggling of the par­ 
liamentary ball. 
House Speaker Waggoner Carr 
gave this “get with it” mood a 
strong shove by taking a firm 
stand on tax goals. “There is no 
Santa Claus,” Carr told House 
members. 
Texas 
must r a i s e 
$300,000,000 in new money to m eet 
its obligations, he said. On “how 
to do it,” the Speaker made these 
suggestions and observations: 
1. A bill is needed “which will 
include a broad array of select­ 
ive taxes — included, but not con­ 
fined to — selective sales taxes.” 
2. A general sales tax is “out.” 
Lawmakers will — and should — 
keep their prom ises not to pass 
one. 
3. “Broad” taxation would in­ 
clude upping levies in areas sug­ 
gested by the governor — natural 
gas, liquor, cigarettes, corpora 
tions — but at a lower rate than 
suggested by the governor. 
In 
addition, many new item s would 
be added, in keeping with the 
“spread thin, hurt little” princi­ 
ple. 
4. “ Piece-m eal taxation” is un­ 
fair, inadequate to the present 
c h a l l e n g e . State government 
should not “reward political fav­ 
orites.” New taxes s h o u l d be 
“spread across as much of the 
Texas economy as possible.” 
5. Likewise on appropriations. 
If college professors and state 
employes 
get 
a 
raise, 
public 
school teachers should, too. 
Carr’s speech was regarded as 
public announcement that he is 
taking the reins of leadership to 
get a tax program passed. 
Gov. Price Daniel’s comment 
on Carr’s statement was in the 
vein of “why didn’t you say so 
before?” Daniel said, “I am in 
agreement with much of it and 
only wish it had been made 30 
days earlier.”

Taxation Committee 
Chairman V. L. Ram sey of Beck­ 
ville named a five-m an com m it­ 
tee to write a tax bill and have 
it ready early next week.

ABANDONED PR O PER TY B ILL 
—Governor’s abandoned p r oper- 
ty bill has been reported favor­ 
ably by the House Tax Commit­ 
tee, but sponsors claim it has 
been “gutted” by com m ittee act­ 
ion.

You'll find white bass fishing 
at its finest just below Marble 
Falls Dam. It’s at the head of 
Lake Travis on the Colorado R i­ 
ver in Central Texas. 


Several conditions combine to 
make Marble Falls the white bass 
capital for a large part of the 
angling population of Texas. 


First, the fish are there in pro­ 
found numbers. 


Second, Marble Falls is in week­ 
end distance of most Texans, as 
the spot is not far from the geo­ 
graphical center of the state. 
Third, good fishing water is of 
easy access. This, thanks to the 
ingenuity and energy of an Aus­ 
tin dentist, fisherman, and en­ 
trepreneur, Dr. C. H. Roper. He 
built a contraption called “ T h e 
Ramp’’ —where you can ride a 
cable car up and down the steep 
cliff. 


Well describe The Ramp in a 
minute. But first, a word about 
why the sandies are here in such 
profusion. 


Tnere are many places on the 
Highland Lakes where you can 
catch stnngs of big white bass. 
But nowhere else will you find 
so many, in such great numbers, 
in so small a space, so much of 
the time. 


It just happens that whites find 
the water below Marble Falls 
ham exactly to their liking. When 
power is being generated, they 
crowd into the tail race to enjoy 
the gushing water. When the gen­ 
erators are not in operation they 
retire to the deeps or chase shad 
that school on the surface.

Today everything is automatic. 


Just push the button and you’re 
on your way. The car glides slow­ 
ly downward, alongside the 140 
foot cliff at a 35 degree incline 
over a course of SOO feet. Now one 
can eliminate the danger in clam­ 
bering down the rocks, or trying 
to navigate the boulder-studded 
channel from downstream in a 
boat. However, those routes still 
are pursued by a few of the dar­ 
ing ones. 
But 
let’s take a trip 
to this 
place and see what’s there. 
First, we park our car at the 
top of the bluff, putting the front 
wheels securely against a log, so 
placed to prevent the machine 
from going over the cliff. Nearby 
are cabins for those who can’t 
get enough of the white bass fish­ 
ing in one day. There’s a little 
store 
and tackle 
shop 
at 
the 
“ take 
off” spot, attended 
by Bill 
Corley. From B ill we get our 
tickets ($1) 
to ride the cable 
car. Tickets are good for 24 hours. 


From B ill we also get minnows 
and whatever artificial lures we 
need to entice the fish. 
Four at a time can ride the 
cable car, which is a busy little 
apparatus, carrying fishermen up 
and down all day long when the 
weather is decent. 
When 
we 
reach 
the bottom, 
there’s 
a 
choice to be 
made. 
Either we follow the bank to the 
dam, or we fish near a string of 
boulders jutting out into the cur­ 
rent. 
There are fishermen all along 
the bank and out on the boulders. 
There are people out in the wat­ 
er, 
some wearing waders and 
some getting wet. There are a 
few boats, clustered just beyond 
the swift water of the tail race. 
Whether or not power is being 
generated will determine where 
we go. 
Some anglers prefer working in 
the tail race when the water is 
rushing through. Others like it 
better downstream in the quiet 
water. You can take your choice, 
for there are white bass here all 
the time and they can be caught, 
regardless of the generators. 
As we take up our stations we 
notice what the others are doing. 
More of them are using minnows 
than any other bait. But there are 
many artificials in view. Most 
popular of these are jigs with 
bucktails, spinners, and popping 
jigs. 
You can see every imaginable 
kind of gear, from fly rod to 
surf-casting rig. But the spinning 
outfit 
by 
far outnumbers 
a 11 
others, as it should. It’s exactly 
right for this kind of fishing. 
A limit catch (25) is no novelty 
at this white bass haven. Untold 
thousands of them have been tak­ 
en from these waters. But the 
supply never seems to diminish 
as white bass spawn like crazy. 


There are other fish here too. 
An occasional black bass or cat­ 
fish is snared, and now and then 
a carp or buffalo will swallow 
a minnow or get foul-hooked by 
a lure. Most of the fishermen, 
however, are after white bass as 
the whites are present in such 
vast numbers. 
H ere’s one spot that is so popu­ 
lar on warm holidays and pleas­ 
ant weekends that it is not un­ 
common to find fishermen from 
many parts of the United States 
almost elbow to elbow along the 
bank. So, our parting advice is 
—if you plan to fish The Ramp, 
and we hope you do, make it on 
a week-day if at all possible. But, 
if you like company, come any­ 
time.

Because a 
young 
Irish 
immigrant 
didn't know how to be afraid, Texas 
was spared the devastation suffered 
by Georgia and the Old South dur­ 
ing the latter years of the Civil W ar.

WASHINGTON — The Fifteen- j 
th D istrict of Texas is a real co t-' 
ton producing section. 
Last season our area ginned 
more cotton than each of 12 cot­ 
ton producing states, placed two 
counties among the top 20 cotton 
counties in the nation, and pour­ 
ed roughly $72,346,220 into our 
economy. 
Here are the facts as developed 
by the Bureau of the Census about 
our cotton producing ratings: 
Among the leading U S Cotton 
counties, Hidalgo ranks 10th and 
Cam eron 13th. Among the lead­ 
ing Texas counties, Hidalgo ranks 
4th and Cam eron 7th. Cotton gin­

This figure exceeds ginnings in 
each of 12 states w here cotton 
w as ginned last season as follows: 
T ennessee 410,719, G e o r g i a 
349,162, Oklahoma 308,498, South 
Carolina 
301,721, 
L o u i s i a n a 
292,869, M i s s o u r i 285,335, New 
M exico 277,008, N orth Carolina 
260,724, 
Virginia 
8,314, 
Florida 
6,482, Kentucky 3,545, and Illinois 
670. 
Not bad! The total value is my 
guess based on an estim ated re­ 
turn of $170 per bale of lint cot­ 
ton.

Coastal f i s h i n g has been 
plagued with bad weather prac­ 
tically every week this year. It 
can’t continue that way, forever. 
At least it never has. 
The few good days, however, 
have given some indication that 
there will be fabulous fishing 
again this year. Even in the cold 
winter months there were heavy 
catches of trout. Specs still are 
hitting; redfish are on the in­ 
crease; 
and Spanish 
mackerel 
right now are beginning to take 
the lures. 
If you’ve never done any mack­ 
erel fishing, give it a whirl this 
spring and summer. When they 
are really hitting, it is fantistic, 
all along the Texas coastline. 
Mackerel run in schools. Usu­ 
ally they can be located by troll­ 
ing, or by following the birds. 
When you find a school it is 
possible to fill the boat with these 
fine eating fish in a very short 
time. 
They’ll hit most any kind of 
loro 
They 
po for live shrimp, 
in a big way. But once you find 
a hungry bunch of fish on the 
prowl you can throw almost any 
kind of hardware at them with 
big success. 
The mackerel is a fighting little 
fish. Hook him on a spoon with 
a light line and a good, light 
action rod and you can have 
plenty of fun. Here is a fish that 
really will give your bass rod a 
good workout. 
It’s best to fish for them from 
a good outboard and in the Gulf 
waters. 
You 
don’t 
necessarily 
have to get too far from land. 
Be sure, however, that your boat 
is powered well enough to move 
when they do, or to come in safe­ 
ly if the waves get to rolling too 
high. 
If you have a good fast boat, 
you can follow the gulls. They’ll 
lead you to a school of mackerel 
in a hurry. 
The same waters that produce 
Spanish mackerel also produce 
kings. You can get the kings on 


your bass tackle, or you can 
troll for them with heavy equip­ 
ment. 
It all depends on how 
much action you want. 
Sometimes you can get kings 
and 
mackerel from the same 
boat. The kings are taken most­ 
ly by trolling, however. Some of 
the boatmen use mullet as bait. 
Others use lures, like big jigs, 
spoons, or locally made “ Boot­ 
ies.” 
There are several boatmen in 
the Port Aransas area who are 
specialists in catching big kings. 
Last summer the Texas Fish­ 
ing Club members went to Port 
Aransas for their annual king 
tournament. They caught sever­ 
al tons of kings and sent them 
back to Dallas for the kiddies 
in Buckner’s Orphans Home. 
Most of those fishermen used 
mullet for bait. They rigged up 
with line from 18 to 27 pounds, 
with wire leaders. Their lures 
were trolled out some IOO or so 
feet back of the boat. Usually 
two persons were fishing from 
the boat. When they located a 
school of kings they kept mov­ 
ing around it, picking up a big 
fish or two every round. 
Spanish mackerel give a good 
play, but kings get rough. They 
are a big, heavy, mean fish, with 
vicious teeth. You don’t handle 
them with bare hands. 
Many times you can see kings 
as they plow through the brine 
to hit your trailing mullet. They’ll 
knock the bait twenty feet into 
the air and follow it all the way. 
You have to wind hard to bring 
them in. When they reach the 
side of the boat, the boatman 
socks a gaff into them. When 
he lifts them to the rail, he hits 
them across the back of the head 
with a miniature pick handle. Lo­ 
cally it is known as a “ pacifier” 
and sometimes as a “ priest.” 
Spanish 
mackerel and kings 
are good eating. It is well, how­ 
ever, to bleed each as soon as 
possible. You can clean and fillet 
them, or get it done at any of 
the fish houses at the docks. And

it is no trouble to get a barrel 
full. 
In fact, many fishermen who 
go to the coast now in station 
wagons take along a plastic 20- 
gallon garbage container. They 
fill it with fish and then pack 
it with chipped ice. After cov­ 
ering the fish with a layer of 
ice they stuff the top of the con­ 
tainer with newspapers or some 
o t h e r insulation before closing 
the lid. 
Fish will ride for several hun­ 
dred miles, so packed, without 
your having to add more ice. 
Once home they can be placed 
in the deep freeze for future use. 
Both mackerel and kings are 
wonderful for barbecuing over 
charcoal or for smoking. 
Which leads to this suggestion. 
A friend tells of a good way to 
smoke fish, or wild game. Buy 
an old electric refrigerator, which 
you can get for a few bucks. 
Take out the motor equipment. 
Bore a couple of weep holes near 
the top of the box. Place your 
meat on the refrigerator shelves, 
with cedar or mesquite charcoal 
in a pan at the bottom. 
The coals should smoulder very 
slowly from four to six hours, 
depending on the toughness of 
the meat. The cooking will be 
done entirely with the hot smoke. 
It will take some experiment­ 
ing to know just how long your 
meat should be smoked for the 
right taste and tenderness, but 
my friendr say it is well worth 
your while.

over one hundred years ago, and 
it is said that it cost $124,000 
The surplus water, after supply 
ing the city, is conveyed in ditch­ 
es to the gardens, etc. in the 
vicinity, and the irrigated land 
produces all kinds of n a t i v e 
fruits and flowers which grow to 
perfection. 
“Near the city is the factory 
of Hercules, that, when I saw it, 
was represented to be the finest 
and largest establishm ent of its 
kind in the world. It is said that 
it cost over $4,000,000, and in 1867 
it was owned by Francisco Rubio. 
Water, steam , and horse-power 
were used to run the machinery, 
and some of its departm ents were 
continually at work. The daily 
output was about 1800 bolts un­ 
bleached domestic, and at night 
a large num ber of stones, run 
by water-power, were employed 
in grinding quantities of wheat. 
The grounds around the factory 
are 
beautifully 
improved, 
and 
one of the attractions is a statue 
of Hercules that was brought 
from Italy, which cost $15,000. 
“ It was in the city of Quore- 
taro that Maximilian sustained a 
siege against the liberal forces 
of Mexico under General Esco­ 
bedo, which resulted in his be­ 
trayal, through the treachery of 
his bosom friend, Colonel Miguel 
Lopez, of the Em press’ regiment, 
whom he had just made a gen­ 
eral, and he surrendered to Gen­ 
erals Palacio and Escobedo on 
the 19th of May, 1867. Maximi­ 
lian was subsequently tried be­ 
fore a military tribunal, and shot, 
with his unfortunate companions, 
Generals Majia and Miramon, at 
the foot of “ Cerro de la Cruz” 
on the 19th of June 1867.

New Hondo Post Office 
Expected Before 1965 


Construction of a new federal 
building is expected in Hondo be­ 
fore 1965, according to City Post­ 
m aster Harry Fillem an, who re­ 
cently predicted the building will 
probably be erected within the 
next three years. 
By that tim e, he anticipated, 
the post office will be serving an 
increased population of at least 
8,000, and a completely modern 
office will be essential. 
Present Hondo postal facilities, 
barely 
adequate 
to 
cover 
the 
county, do not conform to new 
specifications recently set up by 


the 
Eisenhower 
Administration 
for first-class post offices, Fille­ 
man said. 
H o p e s for postal expansion 
were slowed with the loss of the 
Air Base and attendant decrease 
of 1,000 in the servicing area, but 
the postmaster believes a new 
building will be constructed be­ 
fore the present lease expires iD 
1962. 
Local postmen now serve three 
rural routes, with a total of 1,650 
stops. Within the office there are 
an additional 300 boxes.

Improved irrigation system s to 
m ake Medina County a t r u c k 
farm ing c e n t e r , underground 
telephone cables in the city of 
Hondo, enough industry to sup­ 
port a population of 14,000 in the 
city, an area hospital large en 
qijbIj to cnfyp th o nooH«! rti th o o n - 
tire county—these 
are possible 
future characteristics of the Me­ 
dina area, according to Hondo 
Mayor T. B. Knopp. 
The municipal head said recent­ 
ly those are the principal develop­ 
m ents which he hopes w'ill take 
place in the next five years. 
Enough water rushes through 
the rivers and creeks in the coun­ 
ty in one flood to irrigate the 
district for two or three seasons, 
the mayor pointed out. He added 
that dams placed in 
strategic 
spots of the Hondo, Medina and 
Seco rivers and on Verde Creek 
might make it possible to culti­ 
vate farm land in Hondo, as is 
being done in the Castroville area. 
“ What this part of the country 
needs is water,” the city official 
emphasized, “and we have to con­ 
serve it.” 
Another advantage to the town 
should dams be built, would be 
increased 
recreational 
activity, 
said the mayor, who looks for­ 
ward to the day when there will 
be facilities for swim m ing, boat­ 
ing and youth camps within a 
sm aller radius of the city than 
those now in existence. 
The downtown area by 1965 will 
have telephone cables below the 
street level, Dr. Knopp said. He 
added that a move in that direct­ 
ion has already been made, with 
installation of the Uvalde-to-San 
Antonio long-d i s t a n c e under­ 
ground telephone lines. 
Many suggestions have b e e n 
m ade during the past six months 
as to just what the city should 
do with Hondo Air Base, deeded 
over to Hondo in October, 1958. 
Foremost in the minds of area 
residents is the plan to bring 
more industry into Medina Coun­ 
ty. Many feel the Air Base would 
be ideal for an industrial loca­ 
tion. 
According to the mayor, Hondo 
has at present enough natural re­ 
sources to support 12-to-15 thou­ 
sand people — more than double 
the 
present 
population 
— 
and 
more industry as well. He would 
prefer to see “half a dozen in­ 
dustries out there, instead of just 
one,” so the town would not lose 
too much should one project fail. 
Agriculture Core 
Of County Life 


Diversified 
agricult u r e 
will 
form the solid basis for the coun­ 
ty’s prosperity in 1965. This opin­ 
ion, held by many Medina area 
citizens, is backed up by the 
story of agriculture in the county 
past and present. 
The economic blow felt by the 
closing of the Hondo Air Base 
was softened by the rise of agri­ 
cultural prosperity occasioned by 
the end of a seven-year drought. 
Two-thirds of the 700 civilian 
workers employed at the Air Base 
were part-time farmers who had 
taken jobs there d u r i n g the 
drought in order to have an as­ 
sured income. Luckily, good crop 
conditions cam e at the sam e time 
as the closing of the Air Base, 
and bank deposits have increased 
rather than decreased. 
“The drought has taught Texas 
farmers a lesson,” Tommy Holl- 
mig, assistant county agent, told 
a student reporter. “They a r e 
learning soil and water conser­ 
vation, stocking rates and the use 
of hybrid seeds,” he said. 
A. C. Gilliam Sr. is one of the 
county farm ers cooperating in the 
soil conservation program. He de­ 
fers grazing on crops and plants 
clover to build up soil. “This re­ 
sults in more production in the 
long run,” he said “and builds 
soil fertility.” 
“I terraced my land to keep 
the soil from washing away, and 
planted grass to keep it from 
blowing aw ay,” declared Freder­ 
ick Bohmfalk, who owns 600 ac­ 
res about four miles southwest of 
Hondo. He cultivates 285 acres; 
the remainder is pasture. 
Bohmfalk’s son Clyde is major­ 
ing in biology at Sui Ross, and 
plans to go on to do graduate 
work in that field. 
Medina county raises a I most 
everything but rice, and is one 
of the most diversified counties 
in Texas. The eastern section of 
the county has vegetable farm ­ 


ing. Produce is trucked to San 
Antonio. 
If more sorghum and rn i I o 
were grown in the county as feed 
for poultry, according to Clar­ 
ence Mumme, Hondo could re­ 
gain the status it once held as 
a big egg center. At present feed 
prices, he said, it is cheaper for 
him to ship in eggs from Neb­ 
raska than to raise his own poul­ 
try for egg production. He ships 
in about 1000 cases of eggs per 
week. 
Mumme has built large laying 
houses to 
cope with problems 
posed by Southwest Texas cli­ 
mate. “I fs rough on chickens,” 
he said of the clim ate, “In sum­ 
m er it gets hot. And when it 
rains, we get a lot of blowing 
rains that get into the poultry 
houses, wetting litter and caus­ 
ing dirty eggs.” 
Each 
of Mumme’s l a y i n g 
houses 
cost 
$6,500 
and 
holds 
3,200 hens. Awning-type baffles 
which 
stop 
blowing 
rain 
b u t 
don’t hamper ventilation during 
the summer are utilized. 
While dairying and poultry pro­ 
vide steady income, cash crops 
and livestock raising have been 
variable in the past. This is be­ 
cause, while the 28-inch average 
rainfall in the area yearly is ade­ 
quate, there are long dry per 
iods. Irrigation and better water 
storage methods can help here. 
Area farmers are in agreement 
that increased costs of product­ 
ion are spelling the end of the 
small farmer, and that people do 
not 
realize 
the 
importance 
of 
agriculture. 
“They say there is a trend a- 
way from farming, but they still 
haven’t sold me on how w e’re 
going to eat without it,” declared 
John E. McAnelly, vocational ag­ 
riculture teacher at Hondo High 
School. 
He estim ated that 1500 Medina 
Countains are directly engaged 


in farming, while most of the 
county 
is 
indirectly 
dependent 
upon farming for its livelihood. 
As C. D. Sadler said, “People 
don’t see the amount of money 
farmers have tied up in land, 
machines and buildings.” 
“ When I moved here in 1942,” 
Sadler declared, “ a hay baler re­ 
quired six operators; 
now one 
person sitting on a tractor does 
the job. The tractor picks up the 
hay, ties the bale, stacks 
and 
counts the bales.” 
Sadler owns a 1,770 acre farm 
near Hondo. He has replaced a 
windmill with an electric pres­ 
sure system , and has terraced 
his land for better distribution of 
water. His land is best suited for 
grain, he feels, and he grows 
oats, maize, sudan and other hy­ 
brids. 
Focal point of his 8-room home 
is the fireplace, with a hearth 
composed of multi-colored tiles. 
The 
family 
includes 
his 
wife, 
Wilma, son Cliff, 16, daughter 
Sue, ll , collie-shepherd Pat, 5, 
and dun pleasure horse Dolly, 5. 
“ Unless 
a 
young person in­ 
herits the land, it is practically 
impossible for him to go into 
farm ing,” according to Freder­ 
ick Bohmfalk. Land costs about 
$125 an acre, and equipment is 
expensive. 
As Ferd Rock, who owns a 
farm on Tarpley Road said, “It 
is getting so you have to be big­ 
ger and bigger to farm. You need 
more capital. Just like every­ 
body else, you have to borrow it 
if you haven’t got it.” 
Land prices are going up, he 
said, because city people with 
money invest in land. “These peo­ 
ple don’t depend on the land for 
their living,” he said. 
The 
cost 
of 
everything 
the 
farmer uses is going up. Five 
years ago a combine cost $5,000, 
while today the sam e combine is 
$8,000. 


Air traffic is increasingly heavy 
in the San Antonio area e a s t 
of here, and Mayor Knopp fore­ 
sees possible future use for the 
airstrip at the base as a landing 
place for cargo planes preferring 
to avoid heavy traffic around the 
International Airport there. Build­ 
ings on the base could be used 
for warehouses, and goods can 
be trucked from here. Such a 
plan might well appeal to inter­ 
national transport services, the 
alcalde said. 
One of the greatest recognized 
needs of Medina County is a w ell­ 
equipped hospital to servfc the en­ 
tire county. Present facilities are 
hopelessly inadequate, especially 
if the county plans large-scale 
industrialization 
in 
the 
future. 
Without too much added cost, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Knopp, the Air 
Base could be developed for that 
purpose. Although the recent hos­ 
pital bond issue was defeated in 
a county vote, the city executive 
still feels it is a workable plan. 
By 1965 zoning ordinances will 
regulate building in industrial, 
com mercial, and residential sec­ 
tions alike, the mayor prophe­ 
cies. He said, however, “The peo­ 
ple of Hondo are not yet ready 
for that kind of restriction.” 
Other downtown changes will 
be brought about, he is sure, by 
the city’s passage of a code of 
building laws in the near future. 
Such a set of laws, he feels, is 


necessary to the extension of the 
10-block fire district in Hondo, 
which has been established by 
the Fire Insurance Commission 
in Austin. Engineers have already 
drafted plans for an extension of 
water mains in connection with 
widening the fire district. 
Dr. Knopp hopes one day to 
see a federal building insulted 
in Hondo to house the United 
States Post Office, city offices, 
and perhaps the local fire de­ 
partment. Hondo’s post o f f i c e 
m eets requirements for such a 
government undertaking, and the 
city has offered the land oppo­ 
site the county courthouse, on the 
corner of Avenue K and Sixteenth. 
An 
important 
change 
which 
needs to be made, according to 
the mayor, is in care given the 
cem etery, 
now 
overgrown 
b y 
weeds in som e sections. A sm all 
tax could be begun for the pur­ 
pose of hiring someone, he sug­ 
gests, and the city has provided 
w a t e r . 
A full-time 
caretaker 
might even be able to trace down 
the owners of unmarked plots, 
he added. 
“I have watched the city grow 
from 
a 
pup 
to 
a 
good-sized 
town,” 
reported Mayor Knopp, 
who cam e to Hondo forty years 
ago when streets were not even 
covered with gravel. 
“ We are 
progressing, and people who don’t 
go along with it will just have 
to be left behind.” 


M EDINA COUNTY FARMER A. C. GILLIAM and son 
A. C. Jr. cooperate in the county's soil-conservation 
program . He holds labor unions responsible fo r the 
present fa rm situation, but believes p o p ulation in ­ 
creases w ill bring a return to the fa m ily fa rm sys­ 
tem . H ow ever, he does not predict this fo r the near 
future. 


As John E. McAnelly put it: 
“The farm er buys on the retail 
market and sells on the whole­ 
sale market. He gets caught in 
the squeeze.” 
The fellow who is squeezed out 
of course, is the sm all farmer. 
Rock blam es the “farm prob­ 
lem ” on governmental meddling. 
“Let supply and demand t a k e 
charge,” he said, “Farmers are 
now over producing.” 
Rock prefers to stay in stock- 
raising because it pays better and 
is not under government control 
as is grain. 
A. C. Gilliam Sr. believes labor 
unions are responsible for t h e 
farm dilem m a. “They are organ­ 
ized, 
and 
can demand 
higher 
wages. The farmer is not able to 
do that. We compete with one 
another to grow more crops than 
there is market for.” 
Gilliam forecasts a return to 
the family farm, but not in the 
near future. When population in­ 
creases enough, he believes, “the 
f a r m e r will be back in the 
swing.” 
He has been farming in the 
area since 1921. Gilliam decided 
to settle in Hondo, he said, be­ 
cause “ I picked a girl who went 
with the town.” 
John E. McAnelly teaches 34 
students in agriculture classes at 
Hondo High School. “Few stu­ 
dents go on to study agriculture 
in college,” he said, “because 
agriculture has not sold its pro­ 
gram as science has.” He report­ 
ed a shortage of 14,000 farm lead­ 
ers over the nation. Many of his 


former students have gone on to 
become leaders in the commun­ 
ity. For this reason, the empha­ 
sis in the Future 
Farmers of 
America organization has been on 
leadership training. “It was just 
a social organization when I was 
a m ember years ago,” he said. 


Ferd Rock, Sr. 
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A finance and a building committee have been ai 
work for a month. The Rev. Robert Pfennig said they 
hope to have the building completed within the next 
year. A congregation of 530 baptized and 400 con­ 
firmed members attends St. Paul’s.

new drive for a hospital, especial­ 
ly considering failure of the bond 
drive. 
O. A. Fly, local pharmacist, 
said, ‘‘There is a need for a 
modern, up-to-date hospital which ^ 
is fully equipped.” 
Chamber of Commerce Presi- j 
dent Robert Kollman declared, I 
“A hospital is the best thing that 
could happen to the community.” 
Facilities at the Medina Hospi­ 
tal are inadequate for Hondo area 
needs, according to a local doctor. 
“There are no laboratory facili­ 
ties, no diagnostic or X ray faci­ 
lities here in Hondo,” he pointed 
out. 
He considers rebuilding the Me­ 
dina Hospital an unwise move: 
“Like buying an old book and 
putting a new cover on it.” 
Federal government aid from 
the Hill-Burton Fund would pay 
half the cost of a new hospital, 
with the county paying the other 
half, he said.

City Water Rate 
Among Lowest 


Hondo boasts of one of the low­ 
est water rates in Texas. City 
Water Manager Homer Wilson 
reported that the city ranks a- 
mong ten cities in the state with 
lowest rates — an unusual record 
for a city of this size. 
Although cost of materials has 
risen, he said, local prices have 
not been increased since Hondo 
was incorporated at the begin- 
ing of World War II. 
Present pumping averages six 
hundred thousand gallons daily, 
according to Wilson, who said the 
set up as it now exists could eas­ 
ily accomodate a IOO per cent 
population increase. 
The seven-year drought which 
afflicted the southwest in the 
early 1950’s greatly lowered the 
water level in the Edwards lime 
deposit, which supplies this reg­ 
ion with water.

Power Company Expects 
To Serve More People 


One of South Texas’ most ade­ 
quate light and power systems 
is in effect in the City of Hondo, 
according to Bill Gaudian, man­ 
ager of Hondo Electric Company. 
Serving 
a population of 
more 
than 5,000, the company provides 
electrical outlets to every point 
within the city limits and some 
minor area outlets. 
The system is divided into two 
units, commercial and industrial. 
Rural areas outside the city are 
services by the Medina Coopera­ 
tive Electric Company. 
Since the closing of Hondo Air 


Base last year, G a u d i a n said, 
the city has had a more than 
adequate electrical system, since 
the large extension project added 
to include..the base now stands 
idle for the most part. If needed, 
however, it can be put to imme­ 
diate use, he said. 
Service to a larger population 
is the only change Manager Gau­ 
dian 
expects to 
see by 
1965. 
Should the Air Base ever return 
to its previous status, he added, 
then the electrical system may 
be used again to its maximum 
strength. 


State Commission Studies 
Medina Highway Expansion 


Projects totaling more than $6Vi 
million are planned for the near 
future in Medina County, accord­ 
ing to C. E. Hackebeil, senior 
resident engineer, Texas High­ 
way Department. 
Studies are now underway on 
reconstruction of U. S. Highway 
81 in eastern Medina County to 
expressway standards. This pro­ 
ject will exceed $5 million in total 
cost, Hackebeil estimated. 
Reconstruction of the bridge 
across U.S. Highway 90 west of 
D’Hanis is an estimated $lVti mil­ 
lion project, now in the study 
stage, he said. 
State Highway Department of­ 
ficials have already authorized 
$870,000 to be spent soon on Me­ 
dina 
County highway improve­ 
ments, in addition to those now 
under construction. 
Farm-to-Market roads 689 and 
462 are now being completed. 
They go from Hondo to Bandera, 


CHIEF WANTS 
JAIL FOR CITY 


Special city police headquart­ 
ers, an expanded force and a 
city jail will be part of the Hondo 
scene in 1965, if the hopes of city 
Police Chief J. V. Blinka are 
realized. 
Present department facilities, 
located in the city offices, are 
inadequate in size and in the 
amount of privacy they afford, 
according to Chief Blinka. Prison­ 
ers are now housed in the county 
jail, which is already overcrowd­ 
ed, he added. 
There is little crime difficulty 
in Hondo, said the chief. He jok­ 
ingly explained the reason as fol­ 
lows: “Everybody who is no good 
is in jail, and the others are too 
scared.” 
More seriously, he added that 
city police cooperate with the 
county sheriff and state highway 
patrolmen to keep Medina Coun­ 
ty one of the quietest and most 
peaceful in the area. Blinka said 
the county is well-known in this 
region for apprehension and con­ 
viction of intoxicated motorists. 
Juvenile delinquency is not a 
problem in the city, according to 
the chief, who praised local teen­ 
agers for their cooperative spirit. 
“Kids here are as good as you 
can find 
anywhere,” 
he 
said. 
“They are no trouble at all.” 


Writer Foresees 
New Era For City

Getting the “feel” of a place 
during a short visit is a difficult 
assignment. It is especially diffi­ 
cult for an Easterner looking at 
what, for all the world, looks like 
the sort of honest-to-God Western 
town he has seen in the movies. 
I spent the better part of one 
day in Hondo, and the very first 
thing I noticed was the o p e n ­ 
handedness of the people, the will­ 
ingness to talk about their town 
and its problems. Yet at the 
same time there was a certain 
reserve, based, I felt, on a spe­ 
cies of pride at having managed 
well against all sorts of difficult­ 
ies over the years. There seemed 
evident a certain sturdiness, a 
feeling that “sure, things have 
been better, and they’re not ab 
solutely w o n d e rful now, but 
they’ll

again.” 
I 
walked 
and drove 
around 
Hondo for an hour or two, saw 
the downtown shopping district, 
which seemed a trifle tired-look- 
ing. Yet inside the stores, there

and Yancey southeast to Moore 
respectively. Total cost for the 
two roads is $740,000. 
Work has also begun in the 
county on state highway 173, at 
cost of $170,000. This road is 
through Devine. 
Work authorized includes reno­ 
vation of the old lower toll road 
from five miles north of Rio Me­ 
dina to Medina Lake. The new 
road, 
to be built at cost of 
$250,000, will connect with a farm- 
to-market road to Loop 13, and 
will make San Antonio and Lack­ 
land Air Force Base within easy 
commuting distance of this re­ 
sort area. 
Reconstruction of existing coun­ 
ty roads from Yancey to Devine 
and from Chicon Lake to Lytle 
has also been authorized. Work 
will cover about eleven miles and 
cost an estimated $450,000. 


Law enforcement is essential 
in any county and Medina is a- 
mong Texas’ outstanding o n e s 
with the combined efforts of the 
sheriff’s office, local police and 
highway patrol. 
A record of IOO per cent con­ 
victions on all criminals and 90 
per cent apprehensions over the 
past two years leaves Hondo and 
Medina County high on the state 
achievement lists of law enforce­ 
ment agencies. There are very 
few heavily populated counties 
with as fine a record. 
County Sheriff C. J. Hitzfelder 
and his staff of five deputies help 
make the Hondo area one of the 
safest in the state. 
The county jail, built in 1948, 
has modern facilities and is more 
than adequate to serve Medina 
County. At least one new special­ 
ly equipped automobile is added 
to the county law enforcement 
office each year. Each automo­ 
bile is equipped with a radio, as 
is the headquarters, located in 
the east wing of the county jail. 


The Medina branch of the Tex­ 
as Highway Patrol works in con­ 
junction with the sheriff’s office. 
Minor theft cases and highway 
safety problems are the most 
troublesome, according to Sher­ 
iff Hitzfelder. Homicide cases are 
infrequent and have tapered to 
an average of about one every 
five years. 
Sheriff Hitzfelder is a graduate 
of the F.B.I. Academy in Wash­ 
ington, D.C., and his staff is also 
well-trained in law enforcement. 
There is at least one deputy on 
duty at all times and a great 
deal of the time the majority of 
the staff is at work safeguarding 
Hondo and Medina County. 
The county sheriff’s office has 
jurisdiction over all crimes and 
felonies in Medina County. Sher­ 
iff Hitzfelder’s staff includes four 
deputies, one chief deputy and a 
headquarters radio operator.

Once “Hondo” was to me just 
the name of a movie, starring 
John Wayne.

automated $200,000 feed mill, IOO 
ft. high and 60 ft. long, to pre­ 
pare food for the 10,000 cattle he 
fattens on his feed lots near Gree­ 
ley, Colo. Truckloads of c o r n , 
barley, dry beet pulp, dehydrated 
alfalfa, 
protein 
mix, 
etc. 
are 
ground and mixed into eight dif­ 
ferent types of feed to give the 
maximum weight gain to cattle 
at different age levels. In addi­ 
tion to antibiotics and minerals, 
F a rr also adds tranquilizers to 
make the animals eat more, avoid 
threshing 
around 
and 
bruising 
their flesh en route to the slaugh­ 
terhouse. 
What is happening in the field 
of mechanics is also happening 
to crops where hybrid corn, for 
example has boosted the t o t a l 
yield to 3.4 billion bushels — 750 
million bushels higher than could 
have been produced with regular 
corn. 
And 
astonishing 
progress 
is 
also being made in the raising 
of fowls. The demand for the 
more prolific egg layer has re­ 
quired more and more automa­ 
tion. 
N ear Atlanta, Ga., layer breed­ 
er Roy 
Durr 
produced 
500,000 
chickens last year trying to keep 
up with orders for layers. He 
puts the eggs in special incubat­ 
ors that vastly improve on the 
maternal solicitude of real hens. 
A hen often forgets to turn her 
eggs (causing the membrane bn 
ing to adhere to the shell and 
killing the fetus), or in hot dry 
weather leaves the nest and lets 
them dry out. D urr’s mechanical 
mother 
turns 
each 
egg 
every 
hour, and when a thermometer 
warns that the relative humidity 
is too low, shoots in a fine spray 
of water. Durr staggers the eggs 
in each incubator, because from 
the 16th day until the 21st, when 
the c h i c k breaks through the 
shell, a hatching chicken gives 
off heat, thereby thriftily helps 
incubate the eggs put in later. 
This way Durr has to turn on 
the electricity only about 75 per 
cent of the time. 
The laying pullets are sold to 
other farmers who do nothing but 
produce eggs for the table in a 
completely 
automatic 
fashion. 
The hens are kept in individual 
cages. They stick their heads out 
to feed from a continuously filled 
trough, turn around to a drinking 
fountain, drop their eggs on the 
inclined wire floor. The eggs roll 
outside 
through 
an 
automatic 
counter onto a conveyor belt that 
takes them to a human sorter 
who puts them in boxes. Another 
conveyor belt 
takes 
away 
the 
droppings. One man can easily 
take care of 7,000 birds with an 
output of 4,000 eggs a day. Out­ 
side each cage is the laying re­ 
cord. When this drops, the hen 
goes to the stewing pot. 
Out of the race to produce the 
best eating bird two leaders em­ 
erged: Charles Vantress, 46, with 
headquarters at Duluth, Ga., who 
raises about 3,000,000 roosters a 
year; and Henry Saglio, 47, who 
raises 15 million hens at Arbor 
(See Automation, Page 8) 


Today’s trend is to larger dair­ 
ies and application of the modern 
advances which have come about 
in recent years, according to Aut­ 
ry Been, of Been Brothers Dairy 
in Hondo. 
While dairying is not a major 
industry in Medina County at this 
time, it will grow with increases 
in South Texas population. 
Not many individuals are able 
to start in dairying because of 
the capital investment required. 
Health requirements and expen­ 
sive equipment necessitate the 
$50,000 - $75,000 cost of starting 
a dairy in this area, Mr. Been 
said. 
There are about 35 dairy farms 
in Medina C o u n t y now. While 
Been does not see much increase 
in the number of dairies for 1965, 
he does expect them to become 
larger in size. 
The trend to cooperative dairy­ 
ing may be felt in Medina Coun­ 
ty by 1965. Discussed in a dairy­ 
ing short course last December 
at Texas A. & M., cooperatives 
are owned by dairy farmers who 
combine to operate a dairy. Dair­ 
ies are too expensive for indi­ 
vidual operation. 
Advances 
in 
dairying 
made 
within the past three years in­ 
clude those in handling of milk, 
artificial breeding, pipe-line milk- 
ers and use of “ tamed iodine” 
instead of chlorine for disinfec­ 
tant. 
“ W e’ve gone from the ten-gal­ 
lon milk can to storage of milk in 
tanks,” Autry Been said. 
“ We don’t have much artificial 
insemination breeding of cattle 
here because of lack of techni­ 
cians,” he said, “ but we intend 
to do more. It enables us to se­ 
cure blood lines superior to what 
we could breed locally.” 
Been Brothers is obtaining Hol­ 
stein cattle from Wisconsin. Thin 
cows raised in that area have 


better bone structure and body, 
and will produce more milk than 
those raised locally. 
Milk from milkers on cattle 
goes directly into a 1,000-gallon 
stainless steel storage tank at 
Been’s Dairy. Then milk is pump­ 
ed into a trailer for shipment to 
San Antonio. The milk is under a 
vacuum the entire time, and is not 
touched by human hands. The 
storage tank cost $5,000. Milk is 
cooled from 98 degrees to 38 de­ 
grees within an hour. 
“ Tamed iodine” was developed 
from a product the Germans us­ 
ed during the war for artificial 
blood. The government spent $4 
million trying to find out for what 
it was used. A scientist discover­ 
ed that it was an excellent germ- 
killing agent. 
Medina dairymen are trying to 
stir up interest in dairy shows 
similar to stock shows. “ We have 
a young sire from Southwest Tex­ 
as State College in San Marcos 
we’d like to exhibit,” Been de­ 
clared. It was artificially bred. 
“ W e’d like to show it off,” he 
said. 
Contrasting beef cattle raising 
with dairying, Autry pointed out 
that beef raising requires no in­ 
vestment except for cattle and 
some farm equipment, w h i l e 
dairymen must meet health de­ 
partment 
specifications, 
a n d 
must invest in milking machines, 
refrigeration 
equipment, 
dairy 
b a r n s and adequately-drained 
pens. 
He is now putting in concrete 
pens at his dairy. 
Feed is also a big expense, he 
noted. There is a lot of cheap 
feed available, he said, but al­ 
falfa is the best feed to use in 
order to maintain body on the 
animals for milk production. “ If 
you don’t keep the body up,” he 
said, “ then vets’ bills come in.”

Acres, his farm near Glastonbury, 
Conn. They sell the chickens to 
the hatchery men, who use them 
to breed the chirks, which in turn 


are sold to the broiler men to 
raise for the market. Of the near­ 
ly 2 billion chickens that are turn 


ed out for eating every year, Van 
tress’ roosters sire 75 per cent, 
Saglio’s hens mother about 50 per 
cent of the total. 
M ating by Tabulator. Both Van 


tress and Saglio approach their 
work with one goal: to get a 
bird that will eat the least amount 


of feed, grow the fastest, dress 
out to a completely standard bird 
with a minimum of waste. Thanks 
chiefly to this breeding, in 20 
years the time and feed needed 
to raise a 3-lb. chicken for m ar­ 
ket have dropped from 14 weeks 
and 12 lbs. of feed to 8Vfe weeks 
and 6% lbs. The five-year goal: 
a 3-lb. chicken in six weeks. 
This surge toward automation 
Is exportable. For example, an 
English farmer, hearing about the 
U.S. system of raising broilers, 
wrote to Ralston Purina Com­ 
pany to get free brochures on 
how to do it. He started with 
200 birds. Now his output has 
grown to 1,000,000 a year. He is 
the broiler king of England and 
the broiler is fast becoming as 
cheap and popular in England as 
it is in this country. 
The editors of Time say that 
the new methods of mechaniza­ 
tion and 
automation developed 
by the U.S. farm er can show the 
world how to solve the food short­ 
ages brought on by the explosion 
in population. In the next decade, 
they 
say, 
the 
most 
important 
U.S. export may be the lessons 
now being learned on the Ameri­ 
can farm.
